Washington, January 18.—With dis- 
cussion of the possibility of war with 
Mexico raging in congress and the 
Protestant churches urging pacific 
measures, Secretary of State Kellogg 
announced tonight that the adminis- 
tration is considering arbitration of

with the Mexican government, 

Parlier in the day, Senator Robina- 
son, democrat, of Arkansas, democrat- 
ie leader of the senate, had offered a 
resolution declaring it the sense of the 
senate that the dispute be settled by 
arbitration. ‘The democratic leader, 
who said his resolution is approved by 
Chairman Borah, republican, of Idaho, 
and Senator Swanson, democrat, of 
Virginia, ranking minority member of 
the foreign relations committee, was 
clearly actuated by a desire to quell 
the tumult over charges that the Cath- 
olic church is endeavoring to pusil 
the United States into war with Mex- 
ico in retaliation for the proscription 


of the clericals. by the Mexitan gor- 


ernment. 
_ Heflin is Denounced. 

Senator Robinson presented his res- 
olutions at the conclusion of a hetic 
debate on the democratic side of the 
chamber in which democratic senators, 
including three Catholics, had bitterly 
denounced Senator Heflin, democrat, 
of Alabama, for accusing the Catholics 
of seeking to embroil us in war with 
Mexico. 

“It would be exceedingly unfortu- 
nate-if a religious controversy should 


’ become the overshadowing question in 


dealing with the Central American 
states or with the efforts to promote 
the peaceful adjustment of our dis- 
pute with Mexico, Nicaragua, of «ther 
countries,” said Senator Robinson. 

“I do not believe any considerable 
number of the population of the United 
States is in sympathy with the influ- 
ences, secret and open, which are ex- 
erting themselves to produce a rup- 
ture with Mexico.” 

Kellogg's Statement. 


When Secreatry Kellogg learned of 
these developments he issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“T have seen the resolution of Sen- 
ator Robinson. I see nothing inap- 
propriate of untimely in an expression 
ef opinion of this subject by the United 
States senate and I welcome it. The 
general principle of arbitration has 
constituted one of the leading policies 
of this guvernment from the _begin- 
ning. Our records on taat subject 
speaks for itself. 

“The principle has been recognized 
in treaties with Mexico. 

“For some time I have been giving 
careful consideration to the question 
of the definite application of the prin- 
ciple of arbitration on the existing 
controversy with Mexico.”

Washington, January 18.—(#)—Ex- 
clusion of Frank L. Smith, of Illinois, 
from the senate, both at this session 
as senator-designate and at the next 
as senator-elect, was forecast today 
by republican as well as democratic 
leaders. 

Free expression to their views was 
given after the arrival here today of 
Colonel Smith to present his creden- 
tials at 11 o’clock tomorrow as the 
appointee of Governor Small to fill 
out the unexpired term of the late 
Senator William B. McKinley.. 

In the opinion of these leaders a 
like fate awaits Senator-elect Wil- 
liam 8S. Vare, of Pennsylvania, when 
he seeks after March 4 to take the 
seat over which a contest has been 
brought by his democratic opponent, 
Williamb B. Wilson, secretary of la- 
bor in the Wilson administration, 

Confers With Deneen. 

Immediately after his. arrival from 
Chicago, Colonel Smith conferred with 
Senator Deneen, republican, [llinois, 
who is to lead the fight to seat him, 
and afterwards senate leaders com- 
pleted plans for.the first round in 
the battle which will be on the ques- 
tion of whether Smith is to be given 
a seat before the eléctions committee 
holds a public hearing on his case. 

Senators opposed to even permitting 
Smith to take the oath said that with 
three or four exceptions they could 
count on the solid democratic vote 
with approximately 23 from ¢he repub- 
lican side. Friends of Smith con- 
ceded they would muster ony a few 
votes from the minority and would 
lose at least 16 from «he 
side. 

Irrespective of whether Smith is 
allowed to take the oath tomorrow, 
his case will be sent to the elections 
committee for a hearing, which will 
bear largely on his acceptance of $150,- 
000 from Samuel Insull, of Chicago, 
and other public utilities operators, 
for his senatorial primary campaign 
fund, while he still was chairman of 
the Illinois commerce commission.

Coroner’s Jury Finds 
Verdict of Foul Play, 
But Road Officials 
Blame Accident.

THINK BOY FELL 
OFF FREIGHT TRAIN 


Victim Is G. F. Lowe, 
Son of Atlanta Police- 
man—Body Found Near 
Conyers. 


G. F. Lowe, 21-year-old son of John 
F. Lowe, one of the best known of- 
ficers on the Atlanta police force, was 
found dead early Tuesday morning a 
few feet from the road bed of tne 
Georgia railroad just east of Conyers, 
Ga., by members of a train crew. 

A coroner’s jury Tuesday returned 
a verdict of death resulting from a 
blow “struck by some blunt instru- 
ment wielded by a person unknown 19 
us.” The verdict, given in view of the 
fact that the body was found about 15 
feet from the tracks and, beyond a 
skull fracture, bore no evidence of 
having been struck by a train, points 
toward murder and a subsequent at- 
tempt at concealment of the crime by 
placing the body near the railroad, 
friends of the dead youth believe. 

Scout Murder Theory. 

Although the coroner’s verdict 
stated that the youth came to his 
death by unknown persons, officials 
of the Georgia railroad, after a com- 
plete and careful investigation, dis- 
credit that theory and stated their be 
lief that Loge must have fallen from 
a fast freight train. 

Officials of the company Tuesday 
night stated that Lowe apparently 
was riding on the freight train and 
lost his grip and fell to the ground. 
Whether his hands were numb from 
the extreme cold or he was dozing 
at the time of the fall, officials did 
not know. 

Special officers of the Georgia 
railroad who went from Atlanta to 
the scene where the youth was found, 
stated that from appearances alongside 


the tiack; "Lowe fell from the train; 


and was not struck before he fell. 
They said that his head struck the 
end of a crosstie and that cinders 
were found buried in his scalp, indi- 
cating the force of the fall. 

Left Home Monday. 

Identification was brought about 
through papers found in the boy’s 
clothes. 

Young Lowe left his home on Kirk- 
wood avenue Monday afternoon to be 
gone for a short while, presumably to 
“ride down the road” with a friend, 
a Georgia railroad conductor in 
charge of a fast freight between At- 
lanta and Augusta, according to in- 
formation given the boy’s parents. 

The youth’s associates with whom 
he worked as a yard clerk for the 
Georgia railroad knew him as a quiet ! 
and unassuming young man who had 
many friends and, as far as they 
knew, no enemies. Yard officials ex- 
pressed the belief that if the youth 
met with foul play it was at the 
hands of: robbers.

RAGSDALE SIGNS 
MEASURE RAISING 
TY WATER RATES 


Waterworks Officials De- 
scribed How 50 Per Cent 
Hike Affects Graduated 
Scale in Force. 


Fifty per cent higher water rates 
for Atlanta became a reality Tuesday 
afternoon when Mayor I. N. Ragsdale 
officially approved a measure passed 
by council to provide revenue to pay 
off the school debt of $832,000 

In signing the ordinance, Mayor 
Ragsdale made it plain that he did so 
with regret, and that as soon as the 
school debt is paid fro e proceeds 
of the water rate hike, fe will insist 
that the rate be lowered again. 

“I am signing the ordinance only 
as a temporary emergency measure, 
with great hesitancy, as a last resort 
to remedy a deplorable and unfortu- 
nate situation,” Mayor Ragsdale de- 
clared. “To raise the water rate 
seems to be an awful thing, but to 
close schools in mid-term would be 
an even greater tragedy.” 

Tn arranging th le of increase, 
waterworks officials Tuesday night 
stated that the scale was so arranged 
that 50 per cent was added to the old 
cost. | 

Small consumers formerly got 800 
cubic feet of water at a minimum 
rate of $1, now they get the same 
890 feet, but are required to pay 
$1.50 for it. From 800 cubic feet to 
5,000 cubie feet the old rate was 20 
cents a 100 feet. Under the new 
scale it is 30 cents a hundred. The 
scale was graduated down until users 
of 20,000 feet or over, who formerly 
paid ® cents a hundred feet» now 
will pay 13 cents. 

Two courses were open to the ft 
nance committee in arranging the in- 
crease. One was a blanket increase, 
which finally was adopted. The other. 
was cutting the amount of water thé 
consumer would get for the minimum 
rates, and which would bare had the 
same effect. The latter vlan carried 
with it a mass of bookkeeping, and al- 
though at first favored, was finally 
abandoned. 

City Attorney James I. Mayson 
ruled that the water department, act- 
ing on instructions of the mayor and 
council, could not keep the scale as 
it was "formerly and add to each bill 
50 per cent of its total amount to 
retire the school deficit. He held that 
this probably would be illegal, where- 
as, enactment of an ordinance increas- 
ing the water rate would be legal and 


would stand in the courts if it were 
attacked.

History’s Day Book

January 19. 

In 1881 on this date there occurred 
in London one of the notable events 
of the century then four-fifths elapsed. 
That day in the Central Synagogue 
of the city Leopold de Rothschild, 
member of the famous financial family 
of the “red shield,” was joined in 
marriage with Maria Perugin, also of 
notable lineage. 

If memory serves accurately the 
ceremony was conducted by Dr. Adler, 
then the chief rabbi in Judaism and 
the attendance was brilliant with 
famous personages. 

That which gav- it tremendous eclat 
and significance was the attendance of 
the Prince of Wales, afterwards King 
Edward VII. 

This was the first time in English 
history that a member of the royal 
family had graced a Jewish wedding. 
The fact was heralded around the 
world for the reason that it accentuat- 
ed royal recognition of the value and 
services of Jewish citizens in the Brit- 
ish empire. It was a significant re- 
buke to every form of anti-semitism 


that might linger among the people of 
the realm. 

While men of the Jewish breed had 
long been conspicuous in the political, 
professional and commercial ranks of 
Englishmen, there was yet lacking 
that royal social imprimatur that 
would open the arena of the aristoc- 
racy to their full fellowship. 

Now that “the first gentleman of 
Europe” had assisted at a Jewish wed- 
ding the ice dissolved in the pond of 
privilege. 

Thus England came to share with 
America the distinction of according 
to the Jews the fullest freedom fo 
their faith and the heartiest recogni- 
tion of their culture, patriotism and

So far as I can judge the prospects 


are excellent. The emphasis on re- 


ican life to stay. An_ increasing 
number of young people of both sexes 
are preparing themselves to teach re- 
ligion and many [Protestant churches 
place a definite sum of, money in their 
budgets to equip them for this pur- 
pose. Practically all their theologi- 
cal schools and seminaries have de- 
pantments of religious psychology and 
pedagogy. 

The Roman Catholic and to a lesser 
extent the Jewish churches rightly in- 
sist on religious instruction for their 
children. “Everywhere there are signs 
that the people at large are convinced 


of the worth and necessity of religion 
as the preservative force of a true de 
mocracy. 

President Coolidge’s address on July 
5, 1926, voiced their sentiment on this 
issue. The rising ministry in all the 
churches is being trained to meet the 
situation. The nation as a whole will 
ultimately find ways and means for 
the solution of its problems. 

Personally I see no objection to 
school time-being used for religious 
instruction. - Several states give 
school credits for Bible courses taken 
under competent guidance. If these 
classes were intended, however, to sub- 
serve narrow sectarian ends they 
would be open to criticism. But in 
so far as they inculcate reverence for 
God and for His laws they dre as truly 
a part of a complete educational cur- 
Triclum as history or mathematics.

The malaise 
which often accompanies such a 
worry or anxiety headache does feel 
like a lot of waste matter or poison 
in the blood, poison which, to the 
morbid mind of one ia that condition, 
has probably been absorbed from the 
bowel. ' 

Now it is a queer thing that people 
with a real knowledge of physiology 
do not get headache or malaise when 
the bowels fail to move at the usual 
time, because they don’t worry a lit- 
tle bit over such a trifle. And it is 
worthy of particular note that thor- 
oughly misinformed folks, who take 
too seriously the explanation of sick- 
ness given them by mail order char- 
latans and illegitimate healers of va- 
rious cults, seem to suffer more ina- 
tensely from such headache and ma- 
laise than do the ordinary folk, and 
you may figure out for yourself the 
reason why. 

There is not a bit of harm or dan- 
ger in waiting a week or two if the 
strike lasts that long, when you for- 
swear physic. 

The strike will not last so long un- 

less you waver in your resolution or 
falter rm your faith in the truth of 
what I am teaching you. If you are 
first quite convinced about the power 
of nature to reassert itself when the 
inhibition or brake is finally released, 
it will require only two or three days, 
as a rule, to bring the intestinal 
function back to a fair semblance of 
normalcy. But I repeat, there is not 
a bit of harm or dager if it takes a 
week or 10 days.

this vile and confused assemblage (Ro- 


man populace) will never be kept 
down, except by fear.” 

Americans reading this 
written 1800 years ago, should take 
heart. Ours is an entirely new con- 
ception of national life. We confer cit- 
izenship universally, educate the ne- 
gro’s child and the beggar’s child, side 
by side with the child of the million- 
aire. Our public schools have created 
a social and political ideal heretofore 
unknown in the history of mankind. : 

As Napoleon III well says in his 
famous book, “Julius Caesar,” let 
Americans not only quote but remem- 
ber: “Rome became an aristocracy 
without nobility of character, and at 
best was a democracy without a 
people.” 

Of the asserted population, 100,000,- 
000, in the time of Augustus, the title 
“citizen” was limited to about 300,- 
000 aristocrats of birth and land, add- 
ed to a few thousand “plebs” of the 
social-climber type. 

In our republic no man has two 
natures, politically speaking, as in 
Rome. He is not, let us say, a negro 
“and” an American, a Frenchman 
“and” and American; does not, as 
in ancient Rome, bear the stigma 
or social ostracism of his origin.

Following our splash about power 
equipment in Tuesday’s story, our good 
friend, D. C. Alexander, got real tech- 
nical, or Otherwise as you see fit, in 
telling the Dial Twister just why the 
Spartan produced the results it does. 
It may be just so much twaddle to 
you, but the novelty of the idea ap- 
pealed to us and we are going to pass 
it ‘along. 

Detector of Signals. 


This lecture or discussion was all 
about detection of radio signals and 
their amplification. It’s a good idea 
to think out for any receiver and it 
may explain some of the intricacies of 
radio for you. 

“From a feeble electromagnetic 
wave,” D. CC. Alexander said, “hun- 
dreds of miles away from its point 
of origin at the broadcasting station 
and of almost infinitesimal magnitude, 
the radio carrier wave is “amplified” 
or magnified by the tubes of the radio 
receiver until it has sufficient energ 
to vibrate the steel diaphragm plate 
in the speaker and create sound waves 
of considerable magnitude. This means 
that the receiver multiplies the original 
impulse many millions of times be- 
fore it is capable of causing audible 
sound vibrations. 

“While the original radio wave is 
not actually a wave of electricity as 
commonly supposed, yet it is capable 
of generating a current of electricity 
in every electrical conductor with 
which it comes into contact. Thus, 
on striking the copper antenna of. tae 
receiver, the radio wave induces a 
small electrical charge in the wire that 
eventually finds its way to the radio 
tubes where it is relayed with battery 
current and increased in value. The 
radio charge on the grid of the tube 
controls the flow of “B” battery cur- 
rent while the battery actually per- 
forms the work of moving the phone 
or speaker diaphragm. The _ grid 
charges thus regulate the flow of cur- 
rent in exact proportion to their in- 
tensity, and therefore any sound wave 
that has been impressed upon the radio 
waves at the broadcasting station is 
reproduced in the circuit after the 
alternating signal current has been 
“rectified” or converted into uni-di- 
rectional current by the detector tube. 

Mighty Power. 

“Grid. charges act just like the 
feeble pull on the handle of a steam 
valve for in both cases a compara- 
tively small force can control the flow 
of hundreds of horse-power in the 
form of steam. It is for this reason 
that vacuum «+ tubes are commonly 
called “valves” in England. A radio 
impulse in the order of one-millionth 
volt can release or check a “B” bat- 
tery current of 100 volts or more, 
and it is this continual variation in 
the battery strength by the’ grid 
charges that causes movement in the 
speaker diaphram. After sufficient 
amplification in this manner, the cur- 
rent is rectified to develop the im- 
pressed audio wave, and after being 
made feebly audible by the detector 
tube, it passes to the audio ampli- 
fying tubes where the audio wave is 
amplified to loud speakey, volume. It 
is now strong enough to visibly and 
audibly vibrate a steel plate diphragm 
in the speaker. 

“Of all the precision instruments 
ever produced, the simple radio vac- 
uum tube is by far the most sensitive 
of all. It is only after one has at- 
tempted the measurement of the feeble 
antenna impulse that we can compre- 
hend the wonderful sensitivity and 
multiplying power of the receiver. 
Compared to the common radio tube, 
the magnifying power of the most pow- 
erful telescope or microscope is weak 
and ineffective, 

The total amplification in such a 
case depends not only upon the am- 
plifying power of each tube but also 
upon the way that they are connected 
into the circuit and upon the com-

Medical experts in constant consul- 
tation at the Palazzo Chigi were of 
the opinion that the premier’s life 
could, though not saved, be prolonged 
for some time by a rigid adherence to 
a liquid diet. Mussolini followed their 
prescriptions and drank nothing but 
milk for a year, while taking up 
all kinds of sports and physical exer- 
cise. 

As soon as he was able to be about, 
he started to ride horseback. His 
rides are done before Rome awakens 
from slumber. The duce rides out 
around 5:30 o’clock in the morning 
and generally takes the direction of the 
Via Appia Antiqua, where he has an 
unhindered view of the Latian plain 
through the luminous gold of the Ro- 
man morning sun. In the distance 


are the ruins of the great waterworks 
erected by the imperial republic, and 
on the tops of the Sabine Hills are 
to be seen the stunted and crumbling 
turrets of the castles that once guard- 
ed the approaches to the Eternal City 
against Hannibal, the Carthaginian, 
and the barbarian hordes ever anxious 
to despoil the city of its riches, 

Mussolini believes he is a man of 
destiny. “I don’t know what it is 
that protects me from assassins; cer- 
tainly .it is something mystic. But I 
shall live on till my work is finished,” 
he said recently. Someone brought an 
aged gypsy woman to the pala and 
jocularly asked the duce if he would 
not have his hand read. 

Given Forty Years More. 

Mussolini consented. ‘The woman 
told him he would die in his bed and 
that he had at least 40 more years to 
live, which would make him 83. 

The news cheered the duce immense- 
ly. Whether he accepted the gypsy's 
+prophecy as infallible is not known, 
but he certainly believes in occult and 
clairvoyant powers. Whatever be the 
case he exclaimed at once: “Forty 
more years, that is fine. If I have 
all that time left, I can still take up 
boxing. That is something I always 
wanted te do.” And taking on the 
well-known pugilistic position, he add- 
ed: “Who knows, maybe I will be 
world’s champion some day yet. Watch 
out, Mr. Tunney.” 

The duce began training immedi- 
ately, an instructor was installed at 
the palazzo and every morning from. 
7 till 7:30 o’clock Mussolini does a 
couple of rounds with his sparring 
partner or a bit of shadow boxing. 

This is followed, after a short rest 
and a glass of hot milk, by another 
half hour of fencing. Mussolini has 
the reputation of being a first-class 
swordsman. He is equally proficient 
in both the French and Italian tech- 
nique. © When at home in Milan he 
plays a set of tennis, generally with 
his daughter, Edda, or with some as- 
sociates of his brother Arnaldo, the 
editor of Popolo d'Italia. The edi- 
tor himself is inclined to rotundity 
and avoirdupois and refuses all in- 
vitations with a gesture of benevolent 
superiority. 

An Ardent Sailor. 

The duce’s trip to Africa has awak- 
ened new instincts in him. The sight 
of the sea and the [talian fleets in- 
spired him with the famous speech of 
“The Future of Italy Upon the Wa- 
ters.” He recalled the ancient Roman 
dictum: “Remember, Komans, to live 
is not necessary, but navigation is es- 
sential.” The result has been that 
Mussolini has become an ardent 


yachtsman and also that he has 
over the ministry of marine. 
Mussolini’s driving personality has 


changed the whole aspect of Italian 
commercial navigation. Ships are 
being built, new lines started, experi- 
ments are being made 13 speed up 
ocean-going vessels, and the latest sta- 
tistics on port activities show that the 
Port of Genoa, the home of Christo- 


en 


in a history of 30 centries, passed Mar- 
seilles in the volume of tonnage en- 
tering and leaving the two harbors. 

The papers recently bore excited 
headlines announcing the invention of 
a new motor for ocean-going vessels. 
An announcement from Mussolini him- 
self, as minister of marine, stated that 
two keels had been laid for ships that 
would develop and maintain a speed of 
40 knots. “This,” so read Musso- 
lini’s statement, “would ut a vessel 
out of Naples into New York harbor 
within three days and a half.’ 

The implication is obvious. Italy 
has long shown that she is determined 
to capture something of the rich har- 
vest reaped by France from her ever- 
growing tourist trade. For @he win- 
ter season this year resorts, railways, 
bathing beaches, steamship lines, scen- 
ic beauty spot commissions are con- 
centrating on capturing the English 
trade. Next spring and summer the 
Italian authorities plan a concerted 
attack upon the American public. They 
are confident that within a few years 
they will have the majority of the 
tourists trade diverted from the north 
of Europe to the south, especially 
when. the fleet bottoms are put into 
commission. 


Future in the Water. 
So far both the Adriatic and the 


facists are not content. They speak 
of the Mediterranean as “Mare Nos- 
trum” (our sea), an Italian lake, 
as it was an actually Roman lake in 
the the days of the Caesars. In 
tonnage and ships Italy predominates 
already in the ports of that sea from 
Barcelona in Spain to Alexandria in 
Egypt. Italy is the second largest 
navigating nation in the. world. 


“Our future lies on the water,”’ 
says Mussolini. “We must find room 
for our surplus people across the 
seas, ’ Most Italians agree, but they 
hope that a “sense of justice will make 
the great powers see that Italy is in 
need of territory and that no new 
wars are necessary to establish a larg- 
er placv in the sun for the descendants 
of the world. conquering Romans,

It might seem customary to devote 
most of the space in this scribble to 
the main match but the actual wrest- 
ling displayed in the semi-windup be- 
tween Jim Browning and Paul Jones 
makes that match stand out as the 
greatest of the evening. 


Replete With Action. 

The final battle was not lacking in 
action but the superior weight of the 
champion made him too much for the 
lighter Sauer to handle. The out- 
come of the scramble was never in 
doubt and the yery fact that Stecher 
is a “one hold” man made the match 
appear slower than it really was. 

The first fall came rather unex- 
pectedly. Sauer was applying a series 
of front headlocks to the champion 
and when he started the fourth hold 
Stecher refused to go over his oppo- 
nent’s head and the match ended there 
with Sauer in the grip of the cham- 
pion’s tentacles, The fall took 27. 
minutes and 23 seconds. 

The final fall came in six minutes 
and 45 seconds in the same manner 
as the first. Sauer apparently did 
not learn any lesson from his first 
experience and. he fell in the same 
trap again within a few minutes. The 
showing of the former Masked Marvel 
was a bit disappointing after some of 
the great battles he has fought here 
in the past. 

Now to the semi-final match, which, 
as before stated. was a great piece 
of wrestling skill. Browning and 
Jones are so evenly matched that it 
is doubtful if either could gain any 
decided advantage if they were to 
grapple until both dropped from ex- 
haustion.

Putnam referred to the placing of 
players of the Pacific coast, interna- 
tional and Three-Eye leagues and the 
American association under the uni- 
versal draft. 

“The sale of players has permitted 
us either to break even or show 4 
profit at the close of each season for 
the last 10 years,’ Putnam = said. 
“Without sale of young stars, which 
the universal draft would. curtail, we 
positively cannot operate at a profit. 

“If the Pacific Coast league does not 
turn outlaw, it will be necessary to 
cut down expenses to such an extent 
that Portland and Seattle will have to 
be dropped and the Pacific Coast 
feacue changed into a California state 
league. We cannot make money and 
meet the high cost of transportation 
without protection for our young 
stars.” 

The draft price was raised from §$5.- 
000 to $7,500 but coast clubs have 
been getting much more than that for 
their stars. Paul Waner and Hai 
Rhyne went to Pittsburgh from the 
Seals for $100,000. Willie Kamm 
was sold to the White Sox for $125,- 
000. The Reds paid $65,000 for 
Jimmy Caveney. Jimmy ’Connell, 
now banned from organized baseball, 
cost the Giants $75,000.

Of these 
100 banks, 52 had deposits of over 
$100,000,000. Twenty-seven of the 
fifty-two are in New York. The 
others are in Boston, Chicago, Pitts- 
‘burgh, Cleveland, Los Angeles. Buffa- 
lo, San Francisco and Detroit. 

Two markets are now being witness- 
ed for stocks—a bull market for rails 
and a bear market for industrials. This

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FOREIGN NEWS 
TILTS WHEAT UP 


Chicago, January 18.—(4)—Possi- 
bilities that Argentina will buy 37,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat in order to 
aid Argentine farmers gave an up- 
ward tilt to wheat prices today. 
Wheat closed strong, 3-4e to 11-4c 
net higher, corn at 3-8e to 5-8e gain, 
oats showing 3-8@1-2 to 3-4c ad- 
vanee, and provisions varying 5e*de- 


cline to a rise of 50c. 

Unlooked for upturns in wheat 
quotations at Liverpool and Buenos 
Aires tended to emphasize talk which 
was current that the Argentine gov- 
ernment proposed to purchase im- 
mense quantities of wheat to be held 
off the market. Other factors con- 
tributing strength to wheat values 
were reports of general improvement 
of demand in Great Britain and in 
Continental Europe as well. It was 
announced that stocks at Liverpool 
have been reduced to 440.000 bushels 
as against 2,128,000 bushels a year 
ago. Word was also at hand that a 
good pavt of the Kansas winter crop 
lacks protection by snow. 

Previous sellers of future deliveries 
of wheat here became active buyers 
as the day drew to an end. Slowness 
of new export demand for North 
American wheat, however, was some-. 
thing of an offset, buying being esti- 
mated at only 250,000 bushels, most- 
ly Canadian. Premiums for domestic 
wheat at the Gulf of Mexico were 
1-2c lower than yesterday. Portugal 
was said to be after 1,500,000 bushels, 
but indications dave’ that the order 
would go to Argentina on account of 
lower prices. 

Unfavorable weather and higher 
prices for competitive feedstuffs, espe- 
cially cottonseed and cottonseed meal, 
helped to lift both corn and oats.

his own desk a huge newspaper file 
which fell to the floor, scattering a 
os & sheaf of papers ail about. 
similar accident occurred during 
the Mexican debate in the house when 
Representative Lozier, Missouri, dem- 
ocrat, waving his arm, struck Rep- 
resentative McMillan, South Carolina, 
democrat, a glancing blow. 

Only democrats participated in the 
senate’s religious a:gument. 
‘ans listened intently. The debate as- 
sumed political meaning to some 
cause of the Catholic and Klan fac- 
tions within the democratic party.

ed and rumbled here until the old 
stumps in the Potomac bobbed up and 
own.

“Silence on my part at this time 
would be considered cowardly,” he 
said. “As a member of the American

It is an economic fact that taxes must go on 
forever, but for American railroads, taxes go 
‘on forever increasing, — | 

During the past 20 years, the taxes on the rail- 
roads have increased from $63,474,679 in 1905 
to $366,200,109 in 1925, or practically 500%; and 
from 3.04% to 5.87% of the gross earnings. Asses- 
sors May come and go, methods of taxation may 
change, deficits may follow dividends into the 
pits of receiverships and reorganizations—but 
taxing the railroads never stops.

Railroad taxes in 1926 will, for the first time, approxi- 
mate $400,000,000; and, will consume a larger percentage 
of gross earnings than in any previous vear. Not only 
will they exceed the dividends paid this year, but they 
will exceed those paid in any pagt year, excepting 
perhaps 1911. 

Railroad taxes in the first nine months of 1926 have 
shown an increase of almost 10% over the corresponding 
period of last year—while gross earnings during these 
months have increased but 4.7% and operating expenses 
have increased 2.7%. The increase in taxes was, there- 
fore, almost twice as great, relatively, as the increase in 
earnings, and almost four times as great, relatively, as 
the increase in operating expenses. In 1911, railroad 
taxes in the United States were 3.6% of gross earnings; in

Banks, life insurance companies and 
Y. M. C. A.’ all over the country 
are observing the week of January 17 
as Thrift week. The Atlanta Associa- 
tion of Life Underwriters is carryinz 
on a campaign to stress the value of 
thrift through life insurance, and 
speakers from the various life insur- 
ance companies are appearing at the 
local tuncheon clubs during this week 
and uext. 

Speaking before the City club, Ma- 
jor R. J. Guinn quoted from a bro- 
echure issued to its employees by the 
Southern Bell Telephone company, as 
follows: 

“Of all thrift methods, life insur- 
ance is most important. If you are 
married, or have other dependents, 
you of course want to provide for 
them in case you are taken awav be- 
fore you can accumulate the necessary 
estate to make them independent. 

“The most serious hindrance to pro- 
viding a home, education for your 
children, and financial independence 
for your family is the uncertainty of 
life. and insurance is the only sure 
method of safeguarding whatever plans 
you may have for the future. 

“If you are buying a home, your 
equity should be protected by insur- 
ance.

A challenge to critics of American 
aviation was thrown out by Major 
General Mason: M. Patrick, chief of 
the United States air service, in an 
address here last night.

Farm Prosperity 
Vital to Business, 


Credit Men Told 


~_— 


‘Every dollar's worth of property 
investment in Atlanta is necessarily 
and directiy dependent upon the pros- 
perity of Georgia agriculture—that 
is how vitally the Georgia farm prob- 
lem concerng you business men, and 
that is why it is your problem .as 
much as it is the farmers’ problem,” 
said Harry M. Atkinson as_ the 
chief speaker at the monthly dinner 
of the Atlanta Association of Credit 
Men, at the Ailanta Athletic club 
Tuesday night. 

Mr. Atkinson is chairman of the 
advisory committee of the Georgia as- 
sociation, and in his address he re- 
iterated, his intention to devote much 
of his time and efforts during 192 
to assisting that organization in carry- 
ing out its comprehensive plan for 
changing Georgia agriculture from a 
one-crop to a cow-hog-hen diversifica- 
tion basis, saying that he had relieved 
himself of much of the detail activi- 
ties in connection with his work as 
chairman of the board of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, with 
that end in view. 

He said that there are three lines 
of major activity going on now in 
Georgia which he considers of funda- 
mental importance to the masses of 
the people of the state—of the people 
of the cities as well as to those of 
the rural districts: The educational 
work that is being done by the State 
College of Agriculture; the work of 
the Georgia association, and the ac- 
tivities of the power interests in ex- 
tension of their facilities, making hy- 
droelectric energy available to the 
small communities and to the farms. 
In this latter connection he stated 
that within the next 30, 60 or 90 days 
he expected a merger of power inter- 
ests to have been perfected which will 
represent an investment of $50,000,000 
of new capital in this section. 

“But we business men—all of us, 
regardless of the nature of our busi- 
ness—have got to get away from the 
idea that the farmer’s plight is of 
secondary or no concern to us, for none 
of us can subsist for very long with 
our farmers impoverished,” he said, 
“and our farmers have got to get away 
from the one-crop system. It is our 
job to help them to get away from i‘ 
for any one-crop system is bound to 
perish and the farmer practicing it 
will inevitably perish with it.” 

The speaker said that he has made 
a careful study of the methods and 
plan and operation of the Georgia as- 
sociation, which he said he approved 
fully and intends henceforth to support 
to the limit of his capabilities. 

H. Hastings, president of the 
Georgia association, followed Mr. At- 
kinson and deliv ered a thoughtful, busi- 
negslike address on the agriculturai- 
business man’s problems, in which 
appealed to the members of the Credit 
Men’s association for financial as well
